CHINA MUST SHOW GERMANY

Empire Cannot Rid Itself of Kaiser's Troeps
with Mers Promives

—_—

INDEMNITY TALK RATHER IRRITATING

German OfMcials and Citlzgens Don't
Like the Way Some American
Papers Have Discussed
the Demnands,

BERLIN, April 27.—While it is true that
everybody here 18 tired of the Chioa busi-
ness, the newspapers point out that Ger-
many capnot withdraw jts troops until tae
Chinese court has given evidence by more
than words of ite readiness to fulfill ‘le
conditions of peace Imposed by the concert
of the powers. The Cologne Volks Zeltung
Bays:

“Judging from the Iatest news It is
plaln that the Boxer murder svatem agalnst
misglonaries and Europeans will immao-
diately break loose on the retirement of
the allles.”

Cable dispatches from America, espe-
clally those reprinted In America, imputing
to Germany Shylock-like tendencies, as in-

Magee sald “Excepting the equipment,
which s of the most lmproved sort, the
cooking classes are little beiter than our
own. The sewing clusses lnclude more than
ours. There are classes in plain sewing,
millinery and dressmaking. We have voth-
ing to compare with the boys' manual train-
ing classes, which are completely equipped
The boys are taught in classes of twelve
and fifteen.

“The kindergarten excels ours In
equipment, but in kitchengarten work we
have nothing to compare with the Hull
House work.

“Twelve glrls 1= the maximum lmit of
the classes, which are provided with a
teacher and a musiclan. There |8 a song for
everything and as the lttle girls bring out
and work with their materinls, the accom-
panying song will forever fasten the princi-
ples in their minds."

Miss Magee brought back a great deal
of lterature nod Intends Introducing these
new methods asn soon as possible. Her first
work will be the distributing of flower and
vegetable seeds among the children of the
Industrial classes. A large box of seeds
has been sent to her by a Sloux Clty com-
pany and in the planting of these she will
fnstruct the children. Later the children
will be required to bring samples of what
they have raised. This plan was tried last
summer and proved successful beyond ex-
pectation, especially among the [talian
ehildren io the South Nineteenth sirest dis.
trict
